PARIS SCENE OF 
MANEUVERING 
FOR POSITIONS

Russia and the W estern 
A l l i e s 
continue to maneuver for position 
in the Big Four Foreign M inisters' 
Council meeting, which opened in 
Parts last Monday. 
America. Britain and France still 
seek an exact interpretation of Mos­ 
cow's back-flop when the discus­ 
sion oj>ened on Germ any’s future— 
a m atter of paramount importance 
to European peace and rehabilita­ 
tion, The Russian shift was dis­ 
closed by Foreign M inister Vish- 
insky’s wholly unexpected call for 
a revival of the four-power Allied 
Control Council to govern Germany, 
instead of creating a central G er­ 
man government. 
Only a few months ago a Warsaw 


conference, attended by representa­ 
tives from Russia and all her .satel­ 
lites, adopted a program calling for 
a united Germany under a central 
German government. Why tften the 
sudden reversal? 
Next Move Is Vi&hinsky's 
Well, that's for Mr. Vishinsky to 
disclose in his own good time Some 
observers think the change is due 
at least in part to the setback the 
Communists had in the recent elec­ 
tion rn the Soviet zone of Germany. 
That election was to create a 
‘ People's Congress’’ which was to 
be presented to the Foreign Min­ 
isters' Council as the basis of a 
government for all Germany. But

May 27 </P)—Automo­ 
bile traffic will have to halt for 
school buses loading and unloading 
pupils outside 
of built-up areas 
starting September I. 

Jam es H Duff today signed 
into law legislation requiring veh­ 
icles to come to a complete stop not 
less than IO feet from a bus and 
keep stationary until the school bus 
resumes motion or the school bus 
operators signal traffic to proceed 
The only exceptions will be when 
the school bus stops within a sep­ 
arate roadway, is halted in an u n ­ 
loading acne or has stopped off the 
highway. 
Special Licenses 
And bus operators will be barred 
from starting or signaling other 
drivers to start until after each 
child who has alighted from the 
bus has reached safety.

Harrisburg, May 27 </Pi — Gov. 
Jam es H. Duff today approved a $1 
500,000 annual refund of gasoline 
taxes to farmers. 
The controversial m easure allows 
farm ers to file claims for 2 4 cents 
a gallon on all fuel used in the next 
two years in the production of food 
products on the farm . 
It was vigorousy backed by the 
Pennsylvania State grange and other 
state-wide 
agricultural 
organiza­ 
tions. But, even some of its pro­ 
ponents despaired of its final enact­ 
m ent in the closing hours of the 
1949 legislative session. The measure 
was passed early in the session and 
then recalled from Duff for recon­ 
sideration. 
Penalty Provided 
Sen. George B Stevenson <R-Clin- 
ton), one of the sponsors, said he 
understood a question of the pro­ 
posed law’s constitutionality 
had 
been raised. It was then amended 
to require that the refunds be made 
only from the liquid fuels tax fund, 
that part of the flve-cent gasoline 
levy returned to counties for road 
purposes. This plan was dropped al­ 
most immediately due to protests 
from county commissioners. 
As finally approved by Duff, the 
measure requires farm ers to file 
claims with the S tate Board of Fi­ 
nance and Revenue for the refunds 
A penalty of $1,000 fine or six 
months in jail is provided for false 
statements 
The claims can apply only to gaso­ 
line used on the farm itself In trac 
tors and other farm equipm ent. 
As originally adopted by the Sen­ 
ate, it called for a refund of the 
entire five cents tax on such gaso­ 
line but this was cut in half in the 
lower branch.
